Theſe & the like dangers expreſſed more fully in the 
Remonſtrance, may be more then ſuffictent ro awake 
and ſtir up this. Kirk and Kingdomeyto proyide for the 
preſervation of Religion, the ſafetie, of the King, and 
ſecuritie of: the Kingdome , whichat this time tn rea- 
litie can no more be ſeparated and divorced then in 
former times, when tt was' profeſfed both by King 
and pcople, that the dangers, of one were the dangers 
of all, that they had the ſame common friends and 
enemies, and did ſtand and fall together. But while 
the Eſtates are thinking upon that which is remon- 
ſtrated unto them, many other dangers and diſtreſles, 
which more direatly and .immediatly threaten and 
preſſe this Countrey and Kingdome, offerthemſelves 
to be conſidered, and are neceſſary ro-be univerſally 
known; thatall men, even ſuch as. all this time have 
never taken Religion-to Heart, may be made ſenſible 
of the preſent danger of their native Countrey , 
wherein the private danger of every mans life,liberty, 


eſtate, and meanes is included. - . + | 

The Lords of PriyieCounſell,and the Commiſſo- 

ners for conſerving the peace, have already declared , 
. That a treacherous and damnableplor, of the Iriſh , 
Engliſh , and Scottiſh ,Papiſts. was begyn to.be diſco- 

covered by. letters found with the.Earle of. Antrim , 

and"*by the depoſition. of one of his ſervants at his 

death : Now the depoſition of the Earle binds and 
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of ahorher of his ſervants, both'upon their oaths, have 
beene read in face of the convention , confirming 
what was wrirten before of ſending Ammunirion ro 
the North, and leavying of. forces in this Kingdome, 
and bearing that the Earle had inftruQtions for making 
peace betwixt the Engliſh:and Trith in Ireland - Like 
as diverſe letters are ſent hither concerning a Ceffari- 
on of Armes 1tl Ireland , andthe joyning of the Eng-- 
| liſhand Triſh forces upon oath , to go-for England to 
afliſt the King, as is pretended , but indeed to ſtreng- 
then and aide the Popiſh and prelaticall parrie. 

Our Merchants and Marriners are not onely ftop- 
ped and diſcouraged in their trade by Ships, Fri-. 
gots and Fly-bores of Dunkirk, and of Ireland , ha- 
ving Iriſh Commanders and Souldiers , bur their 
Ships either taken or burnt ; they ſpoyled of their 
goods and moneyes, and their perſonstortured,. kept 
Captives, or ſent away naked :. Whereby his-Maje- 
ſties Subjects have ſuffered more by Sea upon the- 
ſudden, and in a very ſhort time, then they did ſuffer 
| all the time of our late troubles : And no other cauſe 
of all this violenceand cruelty pretended, but a Com- 
miſſion and Warrant from: Authority. 

The Earle of Newcaſtles Forces , Horſe and Foot, 
in great numbers lying at the Borders,and ready when 
they ſhall be commanded to make incurſton upon the 
South parts of the Kingdome; as many ill-affteted 
are no lefle willing ro make troubletn the North. 

Tf the unhappic differences between his Majeſtie 
and his Parliament, ſhal not be determined ina Parlia- 
mentarie way; ' but by the.Sword; Not only ſhall rhe:

Nor isit wiſedome, againſt the continuall rumours

were no other ground, Reaſon doth teach;that Princes 


-and Staresuſero obſerye the opportunities of diyiſt- 
.ons and breaches:amongſt their neighbours.
